REMARKS 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are pending in the application. 

Claims 1-4 and 6-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as allegedly being unpatentable 
over Wideman ' 133 in view of Sandstrom '766. 

The Examiner acknowledges the difference between the present invention and the 
disclosure of Wideman '133 is the ratio of polybutadiene rubber and styrene butadiene (page 4 of 
the Final Office Action dated January 24, 2005). However, the Examiner uses the disclosure of
